ARE WE WORSE OR BETTER? 

Recently a pastor began his sermon 
with a statement which sounds quite 
familiar. He said: “There is lawless¬ 
ness everywhere. Children no longer 
obey their parents. It is evident that 
the end of things is at hand.” Then 
the preacher told his congregation 
that the words were not original with 
him, nor even an utterance of the pre¬ 
sent day, but that they had been 
translated from an inscription found 
among ruins in ancient Assyria, dat¬ 
ing centuries before the time of the 
patriarch Abraham. Throughout all 
recorded history are evidences that 
such pessimism has existed from time 
to time as to the future of the race.

Although the World War gave 
civilization a severe test,-recovery has 
been rapid and the ground lost is be¬ 
ing speedily regained. It must be re¬ 
membered that war has marked the 
history of every generation of man¬ 
kind, and the same is true of lawless¬ 
ness, oppression and every other 
manifestation of human imperfection. 
It is reasonable ..to believe that these 
will always exist in greater or less 
degree, so long as good and evil 
struggle for mastery in the minds and 
hearts of men.

It was impossible 
for me to think of keeping my boys 
apd girls miserable for four years, 
during a period which should be for 
them the brightest and most joyous 
part of their lives.” 

Mr. Callaway’s pupils did take an 
interest in their studies and many of 
them have won high distinction in va¬ 
rious walks of life. Quite possibly 
his philosophy is right and perhaps 
others might with equal success adopt 
his attitude, so tersely expressed in 
his own words: "I tried to make my 
students happy.” .

NEW CALENDAR 

How long is a month? A month 
may be 30 days or 28 days. It may 
also be 31 days, gnd occasionally 29 
days. The average person cannot tell 
how long any particular month may 
be without either reciting, ‘‘Thirty 
days hath September, April, June 
and November,” or counting on his 
knuckles. 

The rea s on August has thirty-one 
days is that when Augustus became 
Emperor of Rome he wanted a 
month that would bear his name and 
otherwise flatter his vanity. July, 
named for Julius Caesar, had thirty- 
one days. Therefore Augustus would 
be satisfied with nothing less. So he 
twisted the calendar around and it 
has remained that way since. 

A calendar system which may 
have caused no particular confusion 
in Augustus’ time is not necessarily 
good through for today. It is true 
that certain changes were made in 
the sixteenth and eighteenth century 
but these did not materially alter, the 
situation so far as the length of the 
month was concerned. The same in¬ 
equalities remained. 

In this statistical age the month 
and the quarter-year >are the most 
important units of measurement and 
comparison that we have. Industrial 
production, and. business and finan¬ 
cial activities are all measurer! by 
these units. Much inaccuracy results 
from the fact that no two successive 
months, except July and August, amL 
no two successive quarter years are 
of the same length. Further inaccur¬ 
acies are caused by the fact that 
some months contain more Sundays 
and holidays, and consequently less 
working days, than others. 

A new effort at calendar revision 
is now being made in the hope of 
bringing a system into use which 
would eliminate many of the need¬ 
less variations between days and the 
dates which are found in the present 
method. After a three-year study of 
185 schemes for simplication of the 
calendar, the committee of inquiry of 
the League of Nations has approved 
one devised by a British mathemati¬ 
cian residing in Canada, Moses B. 
Cotsworth. 

The Cotsworth calendar, now 
known as the International Fixed 
Calendar, divides the year into thir¬ 
teen equal months of 28 days each. 
The first of the month would always 
^(all on a Sunday, and the same calen¬ 
dar would apply to every month 
year after year. To provide for the 
365th day left over, the Cotsworth 
calendar would make “Year Day” a 
holiday, falling between December 28 
and January 1. During lean year, 
“Leap Day” would be inserted as a 
holiday after June 28. 

WINTER WHEAT 

The first report of winter wheat 
harvesting this season comes from 
Chin, near Lethbridge, where on Fri¬ 
day, July 27, five binders started 
cutting on the farm of John Ross.” 
The crop promises a heavy yield of 
although reports indicate that the 
■■dry weather during the month of 
May in some southern sections will 
be reflected in a slightly decreased 
yjeld of winter wheat as compared 
with last year’s crop. Spring wheat 
cutting is expected to start in about 
three weeks, as early fields are be- 
gining to color. The prospect for a 
highly satisfactory yield of this crop 
is very promising.

EXPORT TRADE 

-j- 

Another Striking Advertisement by 

the Trade and Commerce Depart¬ 
ment, Ottawa 

The various striking advertisements 
of the Trade and Commerce Depart¬ 
ment at Ottawa which have appeared 
in Canadian newspapers from time to 
time are calculated to create an “ex¬ 
port trade consciousness’’ throughout 
the Dominion. 

It was decided last year by the Hon 
James Malcolm, Minister of the De¬ 
partment in question, that Can¬ 
adians should become more intimate¬ 
ly acquainted with business oppor¬ 
tunities outside their own country. In 
order to accomplish this, the cam¬ 
paign of publicity was embarked 
upon. 

Canada’s external trade has grown 
in such proportions as probably few 
Canadians realize. For instance, in the 
fiscal year, ended March 31st, the 
Dominion’s total exports were valued 
at more than a billion and a quarter 
dollars, or to be exact $1,250,466,297. 
This represents an export trade of 
more than $130 for every man, wo¬ 
man and child in Canada. At the be¬ 
ginning of the present century Cana¬ 
da’s export trade amounted to less 
than 200 million dollars. 

Another method of gauging Cana¬ 
da’s export trade is found in the fact 
that last year the country’s exports 
of manufactured products alone 
amounted to about the same as her 
total production of manufactured pro¬ 
ducts in 1900. In other words, Canada 
is exporting as much in manufactured 
articles today as the total output of 
every factory in the Dominion twenty 
eight years ago. These few figures 
may give readers some comprehension 
of the immense increase in export 
business. 

Most public men and business men, 
no matter what their politics may be 
agree that export trade is possibly 
the most valuable asset the Dominion 
can have. Canada’s natural resources 
are so varied and so rich that it would 
be impossible for .Canadians to con¬ 
sume them. Take wheat for trample, 
it is manifestly impossible for 9,000, 
000 people to consume 400,000,000 bu¬ 
shels of wheat annually. Canada’s fu¬ 
ture prosperity therefore is bound up 
in seeking markets abroad for her 
surplus production. 

When Canadian business men seek 
to sell their products in other lands, 
they cannot hope to control prices. 
They have to meet competition from 
thousands of other business men ^nd 
producers living inpther countries. 
They are, faced with fierce world com¬ 
petition in maintaining their hold on 
export business. To maintain this 
trade of a billion and a quarter dol¬ 
lars a year and to increase it, Cana¬ 
dians must become acquainted with 
every legitimate method known to 
business. They must learn how to 
pack their goods in the manner de¬ 
sired by the foreign buyer, they must 
learn how to keep 'COtltract dates, 
how to ship these goods by the most 
economical and direct routes. And 
perhaps most important of all Cana¬ 
dian goods must always be kept up 
to the standard of the sample sub¬ 
mitted. 

The Departmen of Trade and Com¬ 
merce, at Ottawa, is doing everything 
in its power to further this export 
trade. Years ago a Commercial In¬ 
telligence Service was established, 
and trained trade commissioners sent 
to the world’s trade centres. In fact, 
Canada had the first trade commis¬ 
sioners aboard, thus inaugurating a 
system which has been widely copied. 
Today this country has 24 trained 
trade commissioners in strategic busi 
ness centres. More men are now In 
training to go to other places. The 
government has by subsidy, and other 
means obstained first class shipping 
facilities to these business centres. 
The trade commissioners are constant 
ly on the alert, seeking out oppor¬ 
tunities for the sellingi. of Canadian ! 
products. Whenever they learn that 
there is a chance of a Canadian brder 
being placed, they immediately com¬ 
municate with the Commercial In¬ 
telligence Service at Ottawa, giving 
all information they possibly can. This 
information in the possession of the 
service at Ottawa is at the disposal 
of any Canadian producer or manu¬ 
facturer. This system, the result of 
some years experience, is thoroughly 
organized and working smoothly. To¬ 
day the Canadian manufacturer or 
producer can find out with little trou¬ 


ble, and no expense, if his products 
can be profitably marketed in almost 
any part of the world. 

So encouraging have results been 
from the export system adopted by 
Canada, and so well hay? Canadian 
goods been received abroad, that it is 
fairly prophesied that in a decade 
Canada's exports will mount to double 
the present figure. Hon. asr. Malcolm 
as the responsible head of his depart¬ 
ment believes in keeping Canadians' 
fully informed as to opportunities 
abroad. To do this he is reaching the 
people through newspapers, maga¬ 
zines, and trade journals. 

DANGER NEAR 

The American Threshermait re¬ 
cently related some stories of “ acci¬ 
dents” that need not have happened 
if the persons injured had not been 
fool-hardy. Sometimes it is as impor 
tant to warn young machinists and 
others, working around machinery of 
the “danger lurking near” as it is to 
instruct them regarding the operation 
of a separator or an engine. Two of 
the stories are both interesting and 
seasonable. If heeded some readers 
may avoid being maimed for life. 

“While 1 was threshing some time 
ago 1 became the partner of a young 
man who had gained considerable 
t machine experience, but who was 
careless. He would reach through be- , 
tween belts while the machine was in 
motion, even when it was not necess¬ 
ary. I warned him repeatedly, but he 
paid little attention to me. One day 
while we were threshing, the box on 
the belt side of the fan jarred loose. 

I was pitching at the time. Hearing 
the noise I looked up. 

My partner was walking towards 
the loose box with a wrench in his 
hand. 1 turned my back to the ma¬ 
chine as I knew that some thing 
would happen. I had no more than 
turned around when I heard the 
wrench go into the fan. 1 looked up 
to see my partner standing there 
holding his hand, with a look of- groat 
pain in his face. Fortunately there 
were no bones broken, but he was 
laid up for some time with a badly 
bruised and sprained hand. He learn¬ 
ed hi?! lesson at a cheap price, as ne 
might have lost an arm. 

.. It is much better to shut down for 
a few minutes than to take such 
risks. 

There was a certain young man in 
the community who seemed to take 
a particular delight in pulling off the 
drive belt before the outfit had stopp¬ 
ed running.
